Waters Subsidine—The Fre- 
mendous Losses..

concerning ite object. The theory 
that obiains most favor is that it 
will eventually constitute a link in 
a transcontinental railroad that 
will use Beckworth Pass as its Si- 
erra crossing. Beckworth Pass, ac- 
cording to the survey of the Sierra 
Valley and Mohawk Railroad, is 
5,192 feet above sea-level, or nearly 
two thousand feet lower than the 
crossing adopted by the Central Pa- 
eine Railroad, Summit Station 
being 7,017 feet above sea-level. 
The Pass stands at the headwaters 
of the Middlefork of the Feather 
river, on the county line of Lassen 
and Piumas and a short distance 
north of the Sierra county line. It 
will be news to most peo le toleara 
that a railroad is already built 
through the Pass, and that rails 
have been actually laid down the 
western slope of tie Sterra ta withis 
a short distance of the town 


nia Railroad, which runs from 
Reno north into Lassen county, but 
it is not under the same ownership. 
The Sierra Valley and Mohawk 
Railroad. begins at Moran, a station 
of the Nevada and California Rail- 
road lying almost due east of Beck- 
worth Pass. it is understood to 
have been the intention of the 
Sierra Valley Railroad Company to 
carry the line down Humbug Val- 
ley into Mohawk Valley, tribu- 
taries of the Middle fork of the 
Feather, the route then passing 
across country through the Ameri- 


can Valley to the North fork of the 
Feather, and down that valley to 
Oroville or Chico. The route is a 
circuitous one, but the engineering 
obstacles presented iu the gorges of 
the Middle fork were so great that 
the company did not deem it pru- 
dent to attempt to overcome them, 
For some reason or other construc- 
tion on the Sierra Valley and Mo- 
bawk Railread has been suspended 
and there is at present no certainty 
about its resumption. In the mean- 
time that portion of the road which 
has been built from Moran June- 
tion to Beckworth is idle. Thus far 
nothing but construction trains 
have run over it. 

The direct route from Beekworth 
Pass to the Feather and Sacra- 
mento valleys lies along the middle 
tork of the Feather, and, notwith- 
standing its rejection by the Sierra 
Valley Railroad Company, the en- 
gineera of the Oroville and Beck- 
worth Railroad Company are said 
to be now exploring it, aud deter- 
mined, if ible, on diséovering 
some feasible means of getting 
through. Once the passage of the 


complished, the route of the Sierra 
Valley railrond to Beckworth Pass 
will be, no doubt, adopted, although 
the articles of incorporation make 
the town of Beck worth, fifteen miles 
west of the summit of the range, 
the eastern terminus. 

„Putting two aud two together, I 
then draw my deductivns,’’ re- 
marked a gentleman interested in 
railroad matters a day or two ago 
to a San Francisco Hulletin re- 
porter I am convinced in my 
own mind that the Oroville aud 
Beckworth Pass incorporation is 
something more than a local organ- 
ization.

David Pyne died at St. Mary's 


Hospital, Virginia City. Sunday 
morning presumably from the ef- 
fects of a blowin the neck struck 
by Miles Finlen May 5th.

their loyalty to the prineipies of the Repub- 
lican party, which have made this country 
50 great and prosperous during the last 
quarter of & century. 

II. 


Resotvev, That the question of a suffi- 
cient rupply of circulating medium to main- 
tain a permanent range of the price of labor 
and property is the most important — 
eal question awaiting solution by the Amer- 


ican le. 

That H diminishing quantity of money 
reduces the price of labor and property, 
enriches the creditor, impoverishes the 
debtor, and paralyzes industry and enter- 


rise. 
l That the present financial system of the 
United States, which increases or dimin- 
ishee the circulating medium at the pleasure 
of the manipulators of the national banks, 
without regard to the increase of . 
or the wants of the people, and which 
recognizes gold alone as the standard of 
value, and places in the hands of the Treas- 
ury Department all the revenue of the 
Government to speculate with in bonds and 
loan to the national banks without interest, 
is subsersive of the rights of the peop! 
pressive, unjust and should be repud 

That a financial policy whereby both g 
and sil 1 shall form the basis of circula- 
tion, whether the money used by the people 
be coin, or coin certificates redeemable in 
coin, or both, as convenience may require, 
is imperatively demanded. 

That the attempt to substitute national 
bank notes; costing the Government mil- 


lions of dollars annually, for free silver, 


costing nothing, is an outrage upen the 
people; that the money ring or trust, which 
has usurped the sovereign power of the Gov- 
ernment to issue money, and which has 
fraudulently demonetized silver and seized 
the revenues of the Government for private 
speculation, shocks the moral sense of the 
people and destroys respect for gove nment 
and law. We demand that ths ring or 
trust be destroyed, and equal rights be re- 
stored to all the people. 

We charge that President Cleveland is the 
willing tool or agent of a powerful money 
ring, which fattens on the subsidies of the 
Government, makes war on silver, issues 
its paper currency at the expense of the 
Government, borrows the revenues raised 
by t xation and tses them without the pay- 
ment of interest, contracts the curiency to 
enhance the value of bonds, and enriches 
usurers, while it.-depresses the price of 
labor and property. 

That we favor the nomination of no man 
for President who is N interested 
in national banks or the bonded indebted- 
ness of the United States, but we demand a 
candidate who is free to do justice to all the 
people of the country—the pooras well as 
the rich. 

That the trick of the President and his 
advisers by which they prevented a vote in 
the House of Kepresentatives on the Beck 
silver amendment to the Bond Purchase 
bill, equals the villainy of the secret and 
fraudulent demonetization of silver in 1873.

In London some few years since; 
there was a Countess of high de- 
gree, a leader of the fashion, who 
prided herself on her horses and 
equipages that were generally 
acknowledged to be of grand form. 
Among these was a pair of black 
coach horses, admirably matched, 
standing some seventeen hands and 
well proportioned. These horses 
possessed the high action that is 
fashionable in the crowded driving 
of Hyde Park, champing their bits 
as held back by a short check-rein, 
their stride was but of a fewinches 
space. The effect was very attrac- 
tive, but at the same time, exceed- 
ingly painful to the horses, as 
shown by the flecks of blood that 
often tinted the froth around their 
mouths.
